d on May 22, 1952, at the Golden Gate Ballroom 

The chairman of the meeting was J/JES MALLOY, exec. seer, of 
the Harlen C.ri.C. He opened the meeting by introducing L:UR/^ DUNCAN 
and i'lL MOSS (Negro singers). They sang the *• Negro National Anthem", 

i’J)EL.M LivKOFF (a Negro woman. She is connected with the 
Union of Sleeping Car Porters, as anno\mced by chairman) spoke on the 
"persecution of the Negro people in this country. They claim that they 
are fighting for a free world. I say it isn<t so. Look at Tsy people 
in n^r country. 17c have no freedom here and no democracy". She told 
the meeting that she went to ’Washington during the trial of V7ILLI/JJ 
PATTERSON "to protest against the indictment and trial of PATTERSON 
just to let them knov/ on which side I am". She concluded her remarks 
with; "The Negro p(.:oplc are learning that they must fight for their 
rights". 

LEON STR-.US said that "VaLLIE IK GEE vras a victim of white 
supremacy. Tiris country has two la\fs for the same crime. One lair for 
whites ar\d one lavf for ne 31 * 00 s. ViILLIE PC GEE was innocent and if 
T/ILLIE MG CEE vrould have bc.cn white and v/ould have committed rape he 
would have been alive today. V/ILLIE ISC GEE was murdered hy the.vrtiito 
supremacists because he was a Negro". He spoke of the "reactionary 
movement in the country" ‘ stating that "the liberty of the .merican people 
is in jeoparcy. The rulers of our country are 1^'ing and terrorizing 
the people; Negro people, foreign born, communists and labor leaders 
are being persecuted and arc being sent to jail on frame-up charges and 
for one only reason - to clear the v/ay of any kind of opposition to the 
war makers. They arc out to make war against China, the Soviet Union; 
they want to make war against the socialist people of the world". He 
called upon the "v/hite and negro people to unite for the fight for peace 
and Civil Rights". Kc told the meeting that "the Fur V/orkers Union is 
putting into the fif^t against Negro discrimination and genocide 100,000 
of its woikers" and that "the Negro Labor Council, many mass organizations 
and labor unions in the country are in this fight. .Ill of us are In the

ANGIE DICKERSON took over the chairing of the meeting. She 
said that "the Negro people ;TOuldn*t take more Martinsville victims.
